In these Notes, "Article", "Rule", and "Section* refer to the provision a of the PCT, the PCT Regulations and the PCT 
Administrative Instructions respectively. 



INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usuaily 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulication. 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional protection is available in some States only. 



What parts of the International application may be amended?

Where not to file the amendments? 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for international preliminary examination has been/Is filed, see below. 



How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of 

one or more of the claims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed. 

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required, in all cases where claims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the International application Is to be published. 



What documents must/may accompany the amendments? 
Letter (Section 206(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter wiM not be published with the international application and the amended claims. It should not be 
confused with the "Statement under Article 19(1)' (see below, under "Statement under Article 19(1)").

Present claims 1 to 12 relate to an extremely large number of possible 
apparatuses. For example, two stacked 1 ight-transmi ssi ve plates would be 
enough to anticipate claim 1, because the phrase "said optical circuit 
having been formed, at least in part, by dividing a composite optical 
structure into a plurality of optical circuits" relates to a step of a 
method for manufacturing the apparatus rather than clearly defining the 
apparatus in terms of its technical features, and is therefore not 
1 imitative. 

Support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and/or disclosure within the 
meaning of Article 5 PCT is to be found, however, for only a very small 
proportion of the apparatuses claimed. In the present case, the claims so 
lack support, and the application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful 
search over the whole of the claimed scope is impossible. Consequently, 
the search has been carried out for those parts of the claims which 
appear to be supported and disclosed, namely those parts relating to a 
wavelength locker having an etalon or a Fabry-Perot cavity.
